Three " Orlaks" form one regiment 
and each "Orlak" is designed so that it ern expand into a regiment in time of 
war. Reserve pilots are assigned to each "Orlek" and receive training ct 
thelr appropriate "Orlak" when called to active duty. 


3. The airfield at Krumovo has a present capacity of about 100 (sic) bombers, 
but is so situated that 1t can be enlarged to hold at least 200 (sic).
